Bertita Harding who, by the 
way, possesses all of the exquisite 
loveliness of her aristocratic hero- 
ines, has been writing those delight- 
ful “ice cream and meringue con- 


fections,” about the Austrian and ° 
that always! 


Hungarian nobility 
make the best seller list. How “Hun- 
garian Rhapsody” came to be writ- 
ten is a story in itself. 


At the Oakland library they tell 
how an unassuming little old lady 
who lives in a nearby apartment 
house on Telegraph Avenue has 
been coming to the library over a 
period of time. One. day she came 
in with a beaming face and while 
she returned her books, she told 
how Bertita Harding was putting 
her in a book. The librarians smiled 
and congratulated her but were not 
entirely convinced. But before long, 
the story came out and strangely 
enough, their elderly patron prov- 
ed that she had been the toast of 
Budapest and that her history was 
as glamorous as that of any hero- 
ine. 


A few years ago Bertita Harding | 


was in San Francisco. She had 
just finished her book “Phantom 
Crown,” which you may have read 
or seen in the movies as “Juarez.” 
One Sunday evening before her de- 
parture for New York, she was in- 
terviewed over the radio by Joseph 
Henry Jackson on his Bookman’s 
hour. Mrs. Harding told how her 
mother discovered the Hapsburg 
jewels in Mexico and brought them 
back to the Emperor Franz Joseph. 

Listening in that night was the 
little old lady patron of the Oakland 
library whose name is Madame Ca- 
mille de Vernet. Her reaction to 
that radio program was one of tow- 
ering indignation. She sat down and 
wrote Joseph Henry Jackson a let- 
ter in which she said there was an 
imposter somewhere. It was true 
that the MHapsburg jewels were 
found by the Countess Karolyi. The 
Countess had a daughter who was 
Madame’s own godchild but she had 
lost contact with her. What had 
this Harding person to do with it 
all? 

When Bertita Harding received 
the letter which Mr. Jackson sent 
to her, she lost no time in looking 
into the matter and she discovered 
that she was the godchild of this 
long lost godmother Madame Ca- 
mille de Vernet. And so the two 
were united and “Hungarian Rhap- 
sody,” is the result. 

Many years ago Madame de Ver- 
net was the actress Camille Feheyer 
who delighted audiences in Buda- 
pest, Berlin, Paris and the pro- 
vinces. Her story as Bertita Hard- 
ing tells it, will keep your eyes 
glued to the pages until the end. 

Gertrude Atherton has written 
another novel, “The House of Lee.” 
It is the story of three San Fran- 
cisco women who meet the prob- 
lems of the depression in their own 
individual way: the grandmother, 
Mrs. Edington familiarly called ‘‘the 
General,” will remind the reader of 
Gertrude Atherton herself, the 
daughter, Mrs. Lee, is the sheltered 
woman typical of her generation 
and the granddaughter, Lucy, is 
every inch the modern girl. The 
San Francisco of 1938 with the 
problems of a new social] class, “the 
new poor,” is treated by Mrs. Ath- 
erton with her peculiarly sympa- 
thetic understanding. You won’t 
agree with her always as there is 
always a good fat minority who dis- 
agree with her but you will go on 
reading. 

Many years have passed since 
Gertrude Atherton’s first novel was 
accepted by the Argonaut in San 
Francisco. It was later published 
under the title “A Daughter of the 
Vine.” Although Californians prefer 
her California novels: “Rezanov,” 
“The Splendid Idle Forties,” — 
(stories) “The Californians,” her 
novel of Alexander Hamilton “The 
Conquerer,’ is accepted as her 
greatest book. 


Perhaps no autobiography of re- 
cent years aroused so much contro- 
versy as “Gertrude Atherton’s 
“Adventures of a Novelist.” To one 
group of women it came as a kind 
of emancipation proclamation, that 
women could live their own lives, 
not “high, wide and handsome,” 
necessarily, but that they could 
“carve out” careers. Other groups 
were infuriated by what they term- 
ed Mrs. Atherton’s callous attitude 
toward the affections. Some critics 
called the book superficial, others 
called it full of implications. It is 
predicted that “The House of Lee”

Mr. Weber was recalled to the 
stand Friday morning and was fol- 
lowed by the defendant, Ralph Mc- 
Elyea, and by his wife, Mrs. Eleanor 
McElyea. 

The state charges the defendant 
with negligent homicide in the death 
|of Enos Streback, a bicyclist, hit by

While the prosecution charges that 
McElyea’s negligence was responsi- 
ble for the car striking Streback, 
the substance of the defense is that 
the driver of the car was blinded by 
the setting sun and that Streback 
was hit as an incident to the driver’s 
j}attempt to avoid him and regain 
‘control of the car which was lost 
during the attempt to avoid the 
; crash.

DESPITE REVENUE INCREASE 
STATE IS SPENDING 
ABOVE INCOME 


SACRAMENTO, (lP) — State Con- 
troller Harry B. Riley reported to- 
day that tax collections for the 
state general fund were 10 per cent 
higher during the last three months 
than in the same period of 1939, 


The state is spending money fast- ! 


er than it comes in, despite the in- 
creased revenue, Riley said. The 
cash deficiency at the close of the 
quarter ending Sept. 30, was $68,- 
854,082, an increase of $20,253,413 
in 12 months. 

Riley said revenue for the quar- 
ter was $43,063,492, up $3,877,626, 
but that registered warrants out- 
standing were $82,624,153, an in- 
crease Of $30,264,828 over the same 
quarter of 1939. 

Sales tax collections for the quar- 
ter totaled $24,708,344, against $22,- 
091,408 last year; bank and cor- 
poration franchise and income taxes 
totaled $1,048,892; inheritance taxes 
$205,920; liquor tax and _ license, 
$160,974; motor vehicle license fees 
$46,521; gift tax $38,623; motor ve- 
hicle transportation tax, $28,685 in- 
surance company tax, $11,554; mis- 
cellaneous revenue $185,783. A de- 
crease of $528,261 was reported in 
personal income tax collections.

Banks Close 

TOKYO (lP—Japanese banks and 
corporations which have branches 
in Great Britain have been advis- 
ed by the foreign office to close 
them, and many Japanese residents 
in Britain are preparing to leave 
for home, it was disclosed today. 

The reason cited for closing the 
banking and business houses was 
that business was already at a 
standstill. 

As this news was being disclos- 
ed, Yakichiro Suma, chief foreign 
office spokesman, said that Ameri- 
can newspaper reports of an im- 
pending break in Japanese-Ameri- 
can relations were “outrageously un- 
founded rumors.” 

“IT am very sorry to note the Am- 
erican newspaper trend and the 
sensational treatment of news rel- 
ative to the Far East,” he said. 
“Some newspapers, particularly in 
Washington, are giving the impres- 
sion that the United States will 
break relations with Japan within

the acceleration of Nazi moves in 
;that country. Great tows of barges 
| were reported moving down the 
;Danube, bringing German troops 
with full war equipment toward Ru- 
mania and the Black Sea. 

Reports from Russian-occupied 
Bessarabia said that Soviet forces 
were digging in defensively along 
the Rumanian border. There was no 
word of Russian troop movements. 

Germany was said to have sent 
$82,500,000 worth of arms and mu- 
nitions into Rumania, representing 
an amount equal to one-fourth of 
the Rumanian national budget. 

British diplomats, burning their 
confidential papers and preparing to 
leave at any moment, still remained 
in Bucharest. London reported 
great difficulty in communicating 
with the Bucharest legation and 
there were hints that Rumania, pos- 
sibly at German instigation, was 
hindering communications. 
| Budapest reported deliberations of 
the Rumanian-Hungarian commis- 
sion over questions arising from the 
Transylvania cession had been brok- 
en off. 

Berlin claimed that th “greatest 
attack of the war’ had been deliver- 
led against London during the night 
| but there was nothing in the reports 
from London to support belief that 
the raids had been more severe than 
usual. 

The British made a smashing at- 
jtack on the German “invasion” 
|coast of northern France and pound- 
‘ed communication lines back to 
Germany. 

Berlin admitted that a severe raid 
had been made on Hamburg, the 
great German North Sea port, in 
which houses were blasted for a ra- 
dius of one kilometer (5-8ths of a 
mile and several persons killed and 
injured. :

must come to Keeneland, and see 
for yourselves that there is more to 
the horse than checkered vests out- 
of-the-corner-of - the - mouth | talk, 
touts, green sheet specials, and a 
general air of sordidness. 

Keeneland is a track pitched in 
the midst of the blue grass. 

From the grand stand you can 
see the rolling hills, the white- 
washed fences, the lovely trees, the 
lovely homes, and the mares and 
their children running and romp- 
ing, muzzlin’ and nuzzlin’ through 
the soft grass. 

Nobody gets paid at Keeneland. 
Men who have money and _ love 
horses run it. They serve for noth- 
ing. The people who see the races 
know what fractional times mean, 
know the confirmation of a thor- 
oughbred, know the blood that 
runs through the veins of the ba- 
bies who go to the post. 

This is a race track in a place 
where a race track should be. Over 
yonder through the walnut trees is 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour farm. 

It was there that Bimelech, Blue 
Larkspur, Burgo King, Bubbling 
Over, Brokers Tip and the like were 
foaled. And it is there, today, that 
the stallions Blue Larkspur, Black 
Servant, and Balladier are living, 
and -where the memories of Black 
Toney and North Star 3rd are re- 
vered. 

Down the pike from Idle Hour is 
Woodburn Stud, and a mile away 
the whitewashed fences of Calu- 
met farm’s 1400 acres run and dip 
through the lovely countryside. With 
a pair of glasses you can see Fara- 
way farm where stands the mighty 
Man O’ War and his running little 
son, War Admiral. Just a back- 
stretch away is Joe Widener’s Elm- 
endorf farm with the barns that 
hold Sickle, Brevity and Chance 
Shot. Across the road from Elmen- 
dorf are the horse nurseries of John 
Hay Whitney, Mrs. Payne Whitney 
and C. V. Whitney. . 

A twenty-minute drive from El- 
mendorf will bring you to the barn 
of A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud 
in nearby Bourbon County, where 
in one barn are Blenheim 2nd, Gal- 
lant Fox, Omaha, Sir Gallahad 3rd 
and Johnstown. Tip a swipe a quar- 
ter and he’ll take you around the 
corner and show you such Stallions 
as Stamulus, Snark, Hard Tack, Bos- 
well and Flares.

MATERIAL SHORTAGE CURBS 
“SPEED-UP” PROGRAM 
IN AVIATION 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — Assistant 
Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson has asked the aircraft in- 
dustry to go on a “round-the-clock” 
basis to accelerate production of 
21,000 warplanes for the army. 

The “speedup” instructions were 
transmitted through Maj. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, chief of the air 
corps, to the 17 companies working 
on the army’s 63 contracts for 
planes. : 

The domestic aircraft industry is 
producing about 1,000 planes per 
month. About half of these are 
going to Great Britain. It was said 
that the aircraft plants, in a few 
instances wil lbe unable to operate 
on a 24-hour basis immediately due 
to shortages of materials.
